A.  To protect the public health and safety, the general regulations 5 

adopted by the board pursuant to section 11-821, subsection B, if approved 6 
by unanimous vote of the board of supervisors, may provide that, except as 7 
provided in subsection C and subsection D, paragraph 1 of this section, 8 
the board shall not approve a final plat for a subdivision composed of 9 
subdivided lands, as defined in section 32-2101, located outside of an 10 
active management area, as defined in section 45-402, unless one of the 11 
following applies: 12 

1.  The director of water resources has determined that there is an 13 
adequate water supply for the subdivision pursuant to section 45-108 and 14 
the subdivider has included the report with the plat. 15 

2.  The subdivider has obtained a written commitment of water 16 
service for the subdivision from a city, town or private water company 17 
designated as having an adequate water supply by the director of water 18 
resources pursuant to section 45-108. 19 

B.  If the board unanimously adopts the provision authorized by 20 
subsection A of this section: 21 

1.  The board may include in the general regulations an exemption 22 
from the provision for a subdivision that the director of water resources 23 
has determined will have an inadequate water supply because the water 24 
supply will be transported to the subdivision by motor vehicle or train if 25 
all of the following apply: 26 

(a)  The board determines that there is no feasible alternative 27 
water supply for the subdivision and that the transportation of water to 28 
the subdivision will not constitute a significant risk to the health and 29 
safety of the residents of the subdivision. 30 

(b)  If the water to be transported to the subdivision will be 31 
withdrawn or diverted in the service area of a municipal provider as 32 
defined in section 45-561, the municipal provider has consented to the 33 
withdrawal or diversion. 34 

(c)  If the water to be transported is groundwater, the 35 
transportation complies with the provisions governing the transportation 36 
of groundwater in title 45, chapter 2, article 8.  37 

(d)  The transportation of water to the subdivision meets any 38 
additional conditions imposed by the county. 39 

2.  The board shall promptly give written notice of the adoption of 40 
the provision to the director of water resources, the director of 41 
environmental quality and the state real estate commissioner.  The notice 42 
shall include a certified copy of the provision and any exemptions adopted 43 
pursuant to paragraph 1 of this subsection.  Water providers may be 44 
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eligible to receive monies in a water supply development fund, as 1 
otherwise provided by law. 2 

3.  EXCEPT AS PROVIDED IN PARAGRAPH 4 OF THIS SUBSECTION, the board 3 
shall not rescind the provision or amend it in a manner that is 4 
inconsistent with subsection A of this section.  If the board amends the 5 
provision, it shall give written notice of the amendment to the director 6 
of water resources, the director of environmental quality and the state 7 
real estate commissioner.  The board may rescind an exemption adopted 8 
pursuant to paragraph 1 of this subsection.

PROVISION OR IF THE BOARD AFTER REVIEW DOES NOT VOTE ON THE PROVISION, THE 21 
PROVISION REMAINS IN EFFECT. 22 

(c)  IF THE BOARD VOTES UNANIMOUSLY NOT TO READOPT THE PROVISION, 23 
THE PROVISION HAS NO FURTHER FORCE AND SUBSECTION A OF THIS SECTION DOES 24 
NOT APPLY IF ALL OF THE FOLLOWING APPLY AT THE TIME OF THE VOTE: 25 

(i)  THE COUNTY OR THE LARGEST CITY IN THE COUNTY IS PARTICIPATING 26 
IN A PROGRAM TO RECHARGE OR SUPPLEMENT THE AQUIFER UNDERLYING THE COUNTY. 27 

(ii)  THE COUNTY OR THE LARGEST CITY IN THE COUNTY HAS ADOPTED A 28 
PLAN FOR THE REUSE OF RECLAIMED WATER.  FOR THE PURPOSES OF THIS ITEM, 29 
"RECLAIMED WATER" HAS THE SAME MEANING PRESCRIBED IN SECTION 49-201. 30 

(iii)  THE COUNTY OR THE LARGEST CITY IN THE COUNTY HAS ADOPTED A 31 
RESIDENTIAL AND NONRESIDENTIAL WATER CONSERVATION PROGRAM FOR INTERIOR AND 32 
EXTERIOR WATER USE. 33 

(iv)  IF THE LARGEST CITY IN THE COUNTY IS A COMMUNITY WATER SYSTEM 34 
AS DEFINED IN SECTION 45-341, THE CITY IS IN COMPLIANCE WITH ALL 35 
APPLICABLE PLANNING AND REPORTING REQUIREMENTS UNDER TITLE 45, CHAPTER 1, 36 
ARTICLE 14. 37 

(v)  THE COUNTY OR THE LARGEST CITY IN THE COUNTY HAS ADOPTED AN 38 
ORDINANCE ALLOWING ONLY THE USE OF XERISCAPE OR OTHER DROUGHT TOLERANT OR 39 
LOW-WATER USE VEGETATION FOR LANDSCAPING WITHIN ANY PUBLICLY OWNED 40 
RIGHT-OF-WAY OF A HIGHWAY, STREET, ROAD, SIDEWALK, CURB OR SHOULDER OR ANY 41 
MEDIAN OF A HIGHWAY, STREET OR ROAD WITHIN THE COUNTY OR THE CITY, AS 42 
APPLICABLE, AFTER THE EFFECTIVE DATE OF THAT LANDSCAPE ORDINANCE. 43 

(vi)  THE COUNTY OR THE LARGEST CITY IN THE COUNTY IS FUNDING A 44 
PROGRAM TO PROVIDE REBATES FOR REPLACING LOW-EFFICIENCY PLUMBING FIXTURES 45 
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IN RESIDENTIAL AND NONRESIDENTIAL STRUCTURES WITHIN THE COUNTY OR CITY 1 
WITH HIGH EFFICIENCY PLUMBING FIXTURES. 2 

(vii)  IF THE LARGEST CITY IN THE COUNTY IS A WATER PROVIDER, THE 3 
CITY IS LIMITING THE AMOUNT OF LOST AND UNACCOUNTED FOR WATER IN ITS WATER 4 
DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM TO NOT MORE THAN TEN PERCENT OF THE TOTAL QUANTITY OF 5 
WATER THAT ENTERS THE DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM. 6 

(viii)  THE COUNTY OR THE LARGEST CITY IN THE COUNTY IS FUNDING A 7 
PUBLIC EDUCATION PROGRAM RELATED TO WATER CONSERVATION AND HAS IDENTIFIED 8 
AND IMPLEMENTED OTHER PROGRAMS TO REDUCE WATER USE WITHIN THE COUNTY OR 9 
CITY, AS APPLICABLE. 10 

5.  THE BOARD SHALL GIVE WRITTEN NOTICE OF ANY VOTE NOT TO READOPT 11 
THE PROVISION TO THE DIRECTOR OF WATER RESOURCES, THE DIRECTOR OF 12 
ENVIRONMENTAL QUALITY AND THE STATE REAL ESTATE COMMISSIONER IF THE 13 
PROVISION IS NO LONGER IN EFFECT AS PRESCRIBED IN PARAGRAPH 4 OF THIS 14

4.  Acquire, by purchase, exchange, lease or otherwise, any 3 
property, real or personal, or rights or interest in any property, 4 
maintain, administer and improve any properties acquired, receive income 5 
from any property or right or interest in property and expend it in 6 
carrying out the purposes of this chapter, and sell, lease or otherwise 7 
dispose of any property or interest in property in furtherance of the 8 
purposes of this chapter.

maintain the same status with the Arizona department of forestry and fire 8 
management. 9 

B.  Rules adopted by the state land department relating to natural 10 
resource conservation districts are effective until superseded by rules 11 
adopted by the Arizona department of forestry and fire management. 12 

C.  All personnel, property and records, all data and investigative 13 
findings, all obligations and all appropriated monies remaining unspent 14 
and unencumbered of the state land department relating to natural resource 15 
conservation districts are transferred to the Arizona department of 16 
forestry and fire management and may be used for the purposes of this act. 17
